Often there is a keener moral in economics to be 
found in a funny story than in columns of figures. 
There is the story about the extravagant young wife 
who came home and greeted her husband with the remark; 
“ Just think, dear, I saved twenty dollars today! 
I 
saw a hat in the window that cost twenty-five, and I was 
going to buy it — but I bought a five-dollar one instead.“ 
“ Is that so ? W hat did you do with the twenty you 
saved >" 
‘Oh, I took it and bought a new dress.” 
The financial jugglery with which President Truman 
is trying to “ balance” his budget, and still have billions of 
dollars to spend for whatever will improve the Democrat­ 
ic Party's chances at coming elections, as well as hold 
upwards of a million unnecessary “ workers” on the Fed­ 
eral payroll is very like the young lady in the store. 
As a matter of fact, he is falling ba^k on one of the 
strangest fallacies in the history of government.
